political in his reach will certainly see in 
this one act a disposition the rev erse of 
that often charged to him. The reasons 
General Logan entertained for not accept 
ing the position offered are hinted at in a 
Washington dispatch. Gen. Logan the 
night of Mr. Hendricks* death, stated that 
he would not accept the position as Pres­ 
ident pro tempore of the Senate. He 
added that there were reasons of the 
strongest kind for this decision which he 
did not care to make public. # Inquiry 
among the intimate persoral friends of 
Senator Logan dev elops what are proba­ 
bly the reasons which influenced him in 
this decision, in addition to those giv en 
.n his speech of declination. Logan was 
sincerely of the opinion that the position 
was unsuitable to his temperament. He 
has a strong feeling of repugnance to as­ 
suming a position which some crank might 
make the pretex t for a crime. He has 
nev er forgotten that Guitteau was from 
Illinois, and he has a dread amounting 
almost to a superstition that there might 
be a repetition of that terrible episode. 


—The Rev . F. P. Clev eland took such 
an activ e part in the last presidential po­ 
litical campaign that it was thought by 
the Rockford and Freeport papers that 
he was quite an “ offensiv e partisan” and 
they were quite sev ere up there on the 
presiding elder on account of his political 
way s. He stated to sev eral parties that 
be had had a talk w ith General Grant, 
with whom he said he was well acquain­ 
ted. hav ing serv ed on his staff* during the 
war, and that the General had told him 
that be intended to v ote for Grov er Clev e­ 
land. J . V. Richards, of Galena, wrote 
a letter to General Graat m regard to the 
matter and the old hero answered that it 
was all a mistake; stating that he was not 
acquainted with the ltev . F. P. Clev eland. 
The Rev erend gentleman now again ap- 
p *ars in the newspapers, hav ing informed 
tUe reporters that he had been appointed 
postmaster at Ev anston; again claiming 
that he is the President’s cousin. The 
T e le g r a p h makes these comments owing 
to the fact that the subject of them was 
formerly a much respected citizen of 
Dix on and therefore all are more or less 
interested in his welfare. 
We most 
cheerfully record the ev idence refuting 
the charges, made in the heat of a presi 
dential campaign, that the Rev erend gen­ 
tleman was an offensiv e partisan. The 
simple fact that he, a non-resident, has 
been appointed postmaster at Ev anston, 
would lead U9 to consider, under the civ il 
serv ice rules enunciated by his cousin, 
the President, that he 19 not an “ offensiv e 
partisan.”

“The report that the Rev. F. P. Cleve­ 
land. a cousin of the Pacsid**nt, has been 
appointed Postmaster at Evanston wa9 
contradicted at the Post-Office Depart­ 
ment and the White House this ev> ning. 
At the White House it is stated that no 
iippointment has been made at Evanston; 
that the Rev. F. P. Cleveland has nut 
been heard of; and that the President has 
no relative of that name. The first state 
ment is made upon the authority of the 
officials of the Appointment Office, Post- 
Office Department; the second upon th- 
authority of President’s private secre­ 
tary.”
